Patrolman P. L. Mayers, of the 
j local sub-station of the state motor 
I patrol, has not filed any charges 
j against Phillips. Patrolm an Mayers 
conducted a thorough investigation 
of the accident, examining ’several 
persons who appeared on tire scene 
of the fatality shortly after it oc­ 
curred, and then questioned Phillips. 
Phillips first told Patrolm an May­ 
ers that he fell asleep while driving 
and then changed his story saying 
that he was forced off the road. 
Inquest Next Week 
Phillips received a lacerated right 
hand and suffered from shock in 
the crash. He was treated by Dr 
R. A. Nebinger, of York Springs, 
and then removed to the local hos­ 
pital where he was still a patient at 
noon today. 
Patrolman Mayers said that if he 
found sufficient evidence th at Phil­ 
lips fell asleep while driving he. 
would prefer a charge of second de­ 
gree manslaughter against Phillips. 
Wiseman’s body was taken to Bal­ 
timore, Tuesday afternoon. 
The 
funeral will be held Thursday. 
Sometime next week Coroner Dr.

Edward J. Sobieck. who gave as 
his nearest relative a sister residing 
in Shamokin and who has been "on 
his own" since he left the Paradise 
protectory, confessed to Trooper S. 
J. Walsh, in the Harrisburg police 
headquarters, 
Tuesday afternoon, 
that he broke into the Gettysburg 
Ice and storage company and the 
Adams County Cold Storage offices, 
J alone. 
Sobieck said that he "did the job 
j alone, without any assistance." 
The 20-year old man said that he 
j came to Gettysburg several times 
during the summer months and 
"got the lay of the land. I left town 
and returned to Gettysburg October 
21," Sobieck told Trooper Walsh. 
The state policeman told Sobieck 
that he was not compelled to answer 
any questions unless he desired. So 
bleck said he wanted to tell his 
story. 
He said that after he returned to 
Gettysburg on October 21, he walk­ 
ed around the streets of town until 
about 2 a. rn.
